PRUNE AND SPRAY 
FRULT TREES NOW 


It’s time to start sharpening 
pruning shears. 

Annual pruning is a must if 
you want to keep fruit trees and 
vines healthy and bearing regu- 
larly, says John Bagby, Auburn 
University horticulturist, 

Proper pruning develops strong, 
well shaped young trees and stim- 
ulates of new fruit-bear- 
ing wood. In many cases, if trees 
aren't pruned they won't 
fruit at all. 

“Fruit trees 
he pruned as soon as possible af- 
ter they shed their leaves,” 
the Extension Service specialist.

He gives these pointers to keep 
in mind when getting trees ready 
for next spring. 

1. When removing the 
branch, make a clean, straight cut 


entire 


close to the trunk or limb, Don’t 
leave a_ stub. 
2. Avoid leaving limbs that 


form a sharp angle between the 
limb and trunk; the narrower the 
angle, the weaker the crotch will 
be. 

3. After about the third year, 
prune trees just enough to pre- 
vent limbs from crossing or over- 
crowding. Also, cut out all dis- 
eased or injured limbs immediate- 
ly. 

4, As as the trees have 
been pruned, apply a dormant 
spray. Use an oil emulsion or lime 
sulphur and follow the label on 
the container, Remember, the pro- 
portion of spray to water needed 
May vary among different trees, 
so follow the label closely. 

An Auburn University circular 
entitled “Home Occhards for Ala- 
bama” gives more detailed infor- 
mation on pruning as well as 
fertilizing, spraying and orchard 
management. Pick up a copy at

PRUNE AND SPRAY 
FRULT TREES NOW 


It’s time to start sharpening 
pruning shears. 
Annual pruning is a must if 


you want to keep fruit trees and 
vines healthy and bearing regu- 
larly, says John Bagby, Auburn 
University horticulturist. 


Proper pruning develops strong, | 


well shaped young trees and stim- 
ulates growth of new fruit-bear- 
ing wood. In many cases, if trees 


aren't pruned they won't beat 
fruit at all. 
“Fruit trees and vines should 


he pruned as soon as possible af- 
ter they shed their leaves,”

| Vets Should Return 
Questionnaires 


Veterans and dependents of de- 
ceased veterans on the Veternns 
Administration's nonservice - von- 
nected pension rolls who fail to 
return their income questionnaires 
by January 31 run the risk of hav- 
ing their monthly payments dis- 
continued, VA officials said today. 

Neil R. Smart, Manager of the 
Regional Office in Montgomery, 
suid that those not returning the 
questionnaires may even have to 
pay back the money received in 
1964, 

Smart pointed out that the 
questionnaires have been mailed 
before the close of November to 
allow the recipient plenty of time 
but the return deadline date re- 
mains January 31 as in former 
years. 

The questionnaire carries a 
printed warning, reading “Impor- 
tant. Failure to return this card 
before January 31, 1965, will ve- 
sult in discontinuance of payment. 
You would also be required to pay 
bael all the pension you received 
last year,” 

Since these benefits are paid 
only to those veterans, their wi- 
dows or minor children whose in- 
comes are below certain limits, 
the VA is required by law to re- 
ceive an income report each year 
to support the payments,

hundred years ago this 
week, Edmund Harrison, whose 
home in Montgomery was the 
“First White House of the Con- 
federacy,” wrote to President 
Jefferson Davis requesting the 
removal of General Hood from 


| the command of the Army of Ten- 


nessee, 

Harrison, a prominent planter, 
wrote from Montgomery asking 
that Hood be replaced by General 
J. E. Johnston, Beginning his let- 
ter with a report of conditions in 
Alabama, Harrison wrote, “Though 
not as favorable as they have 
been, yet they may be a great deal 
worse, but come what may, there 
is yet a determination on the part 
of (the) majority of our people 
to continue firm and to use all 
our resources to conquer or die.

TRANSPLANT TREES 
AND SHRUBS SOON 


January is the ideal time to 
transplant shrubs and trees. 

But—contrary to some opinions 
—successful transplanting requires 
much more than just digging « 
hole and sticking in the plant, 


Troy Keeble, Auburn Univers- 
ity horticulturist, gives some ad-| 
vice on making your transplanting | 
A success, | 

According to Keeble, the size 
of the hele in which the plant is) 
to be set is of primary import-| 
ance, 

“One of the most common mis- 
takes of planting shrubs is digging 
the hole too small,” he warns. To | 
avoid this, have the hole 12 inches 
wider than the root system or ball 
of the plant, 


Another important step is prun- | 
ing, When a shrub is dug, msot 
of the roots and root tips are cut) 
off, thereby slowing down the 
plant’s water absorption. This | 
makes pruning of the upper por- | 
tion of the shrub necessary in 
order to prevent excessive water | 
loss through the leaves. Thus, the 
smaller the root system, the more 
severe the top pruning. 

Keeble suggests removing one- 
third to one-half the top. “If in 
doubt, prune heavier, for it is best 
to have too little top than too 
much,” the Extension Service 
staff member adds. 


Though they may appear more 
hardy, trees actually require more | 
attention after transplanting than 
do shrubs. 

Staking prevents wind and rain 
from toppling trees before a vig- 
system is established. 

Also tree trunks” should be 
wrapped. A Wrapping of heavy 
paper or, better yet, burlap will 
protect trunks from wind and sun- 
light and reduce insect damage.

The very term 
Medicare is raising expectations 
that will not be met in the open- 
ing plan.”

Medicare does 
—cover physician's 
tist’s bills. It does not pay for 
needed drugs except when given 
in a hospital or a nursing home. 


And, of course, it would do noth-! 


ing for those under 65, except tax 
them heavily to pay for it. 

Medicare is essentially a hos- 
pitalization plan. And even in 
that it is severely restricted. It 
would pay the whole bill for only 
45 days. The maximum hospital 
Stay for which it would provide 
benefits would be 180 days and 
then the patient would have to pay 
part of the bill. 

Ironically, despite all the vastly 


exaggerated claims made by 
Medicare advocates, the existing 
Kerr-Mills law, which provides 


aid to the needy under a federal- 
State arrangement, is more liberal 


and inclusive. So are various 
local welfare plans, public and 
private. And the medical profes- 
sion has pledged itself to serve 
any who need attention, regard- 
less of the abitity to pay.

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Prune Roses Early 


The carly bird vets the worm 
and the enrly ywardencr gets best 
results ut least with roses, 

“By early, we mean late winte 
and early spring,” says Troy Kee- 
ble of Auburn University. And by 
results, the 
horticulturist means blossoms.

Keeble says that the main win- 
ter rose-tending job is pruning. 
“Pruning is necessary to cut out 
dead and diseased wood, thin 
wenk and crossing canes, and head 
back the more vigorous canes.” 

Though fall pruning may give 
rood results, it is best to a major 
pruning in late winter or early 
spring just before growth begins. 
TTowever, the best pruning time 
varies With rose types. 

The horticulturist says roses 
are often damaged by unseason- 
able growth during the winter. 
Warm weather will cause the rose 
bush to begin growth and then a 


sudden freeze will seriously stunt] 


the plant. A’ pruning schedule 
should avoid unseasonable growth 
if possible. 


- For Lovely Flowers 


Canes should be cut back when 
they fail to produce good blos- 
soma. Make the cut just above the 
bud or graft union to allow new 
canes to develop, says Keeble. 

When pruning, never leave a 
stub. Cut on a slight angle one- 
fourth inch above the bud. A mod 
erate amount of thinning each 
year will encourage roses to de- 
velop new canes from the base. 

Use pruning to shape and train 
roses, Thin an outside bud or lat- 
eral branch to make the plant 
spread; prune inside buds for up- 
right growth. 

Keeble adds that, due to the 
great difference in roses, no gen- 
eral pruning pattern will work 
for all plants. So, your home or 
county agent can advise you about 
the different varieties and their 
growth habits.

TEACH BIRD DOG PUPPY 
BASIC COMMANDS 


By Bob Bartos, Manager 


Friskies Pet Foods Research Center 


If you're planning to train 
that bird dog puppy you got 
for Christmas to hunt, don’t 
wait ‘till he’s six months old 
or until you get out to some 
wide open spaces. The latest 
and fully tested theory is that 
every puppy can and should 
be started on simple obedi- 
ence training at seven weeks 
old, regardless of what his 
career is to be. 

Much can be done indoors 
in the largest, least cluttered 
room, or outdoors, right in 
your own backyard. 

The basic commands for 
the hunting dog are the “sit” 
and “stay” which can be 
taught by the usual method, 
and the “come” and “wha” 
which are not. 


The “come” should be 
taught by word, by hand sig- 
nal (the drop of an extended 
arm) and by whistle—two 
blasts or whatever you de- 
cide on. The whistle is for 
use when the dog is out of 
sight and at great distance. 
The hand signal should be 
employed when he’s within 
sight. The latter serves an- 
other purpose, It gets the dog 
accustomed to looking back 
at you for direction. 

Put your pup in the “sit”, 
“stay” pation. Call “come”. 
Simultaneously drop your 
Taised arm, blast away on the 
whistle and turn and run 
away from him, clapping 
your hands as you go, He'll 
come running. 

For the “whoa” which is 
necessary to curb a dog’s 
natural instinct to rush in 
and grab the bird, put the 
pup in the “sit”, “stay” posi- 
tion. Command “come”. Run 
full steam away from the pup 
and then suddenly reverse 
and turn into him shouting 
“whoa” and extending your 
hand in the “stay” position. 
Repeat the procedure, each 
time using less of the hand 
signal until finally he’s re- 
Sponding to the voice com-< 
mand alone.

The House has passed and sent 
to the Senate a textbook and an 
appropriation bill for the opera- 
tion of the public schools for the 
next two year period beginning 
October 1, 1965. The Senate will 
have under consideration first the 
textbook bill and, for that reason, | 
most of the time has been spent) 
in the study of our present text-| 
book laws and any proposed 
changes. This report to you will 
deal primarily with our textbook 
legislation. 

Over the last two weeks a series | 
of public hearings have been held! 
by the Senate Finance and Taxa- 
tion Committee to give anyone 
interested in being heard on the 
textbook proposals an opportunity | 
to heard. Many people have 
appeared before the committee, 
representing various groups, and 
as individual citizens, It was good 
to have the opportunity of receiv- 
ing the views of these people. The 
committee has also had opportun- 
ity to hear from experts in educa- 
tion, state finances, etc. 


From the testimony of individ- 
ual citizens, and from those repre- 
senting various groups it is shown 
that many of the people of th» 
state are greatly concerned about 
the content of some textbooks in 
use in other states and the method 
of adoption of textbooks in our 
state.

Farm Management 


Class Held 


Eighteen Shelby County farm 
families are going to be better 
Farm Managers in 1965 than they 
were in 1964 says Joel Thompson, 
Assistant County Agent. These 
farmers and their wives have been| 
studying “Farm Management,” 
for the past five weeks on each 
Tuesday reports Mr. Thompson, 

The definition of Farm Man- 
agement is; the organization and 
the operation of Farm Business 
in such a way to get the most ef- 
ficient use of all the resources 
used in the operation to get the 
greatest amount of continuous 
profit from the business. Organi- 


zation used here refers to the 
major decisions of a general na-| 
ture which will affect the farm 


program long period of 
time. Some of these are selection | 


over a 


Teacher,| °f enterprises, adding farm build-| 
, 


ings and buying large equipment | 
ete. Operation of the farm refers | 
to the day to day placing of the! 
general plan into operation. Effi- 
ciency refers to the rate of re- 
sponse the farmer gets for the 
amount of fertilizer, feed and| 
labor used. The continuous profit 
aspect refers to the amount of 
money the farmer has left after 
all costs have been paid. This, the 
farmer must have if he stays in 
the farming business. 


Thompson says that there is a 
need better management be- 
cause the farms are getting larger 
in size and fewer in number, mar- 
xin of profit is much less than it 
has ever been, and capitol require- 
ments much greater today 
than before. The increase 
complexity of the farm operation 
and the constant stream of new 
technology and developments have 
caused a greater need for better 
management.

The Agent says that Manage- 
ment is an art - a skill and can be 
learned. It is a decision-making 
process and that our farmers 
make many decisions every day. 


that the family should follow a 
step by step process in making 
the best decisions. This process 
involves the recognition of the 
problem, observing information 
about the problem, analyze the 
problems and considering alterna- 
tives that are available: Other 
steps included in the process are 
choosing the best alternatives and 
making a decision, taking action 
and accept the responsibility of 
the results taken. When farmers 
follow these steps in making ma- 
jor decisions and changes on their 
farms, they will generally do a 
very good job in managing their 
farms says the Assistant County 
Agent. 

These farm families found in 
their study that the major factor 
that influenced farm profit and 
the ones that the farmer had most 
control over included, (1) volume 
of business, (2) rates of crop and 
livestock production, (3) labor ef- 
ficiency, (4) and combination of 
enterprises, They found that they 
needed to increase the volume of 
your farm business at least 5°; 
each year just to hold their own, 
just to keep up with rising costs 
ete. These families also felt that 
they could increase their rate of 
production per acre and per head 
of livesteok. Better labor efficien- 
cy is a very important factor on 
every farm operation today. The 
combining of enterprises with 
total on the farm 
most important Says Thompson, 

A wonderful lesson on farm | 
records was enjoyed by men and 
women during the study and many 
of the women want to assist with 
setting up a good record system 
and keep the records on several 
of the farms, All of these families 
wanted to use records in analyz- 
ing their farm program and in 
adjusting it to meet the changes 
in this business of farming. 

The study on Farm Budgeting 
was interesting to all who at- 
tended the Management School 
and some of the farmers have al- 
ready used the partial budget in 
studying various enterprises to 
add to the ones on their farm or 
in adding a new enterprise to 
their farm program, They felt 
that to know the amount of re- 
ceipts they could expect in returns 
und how much the probable cost 
of an enterprise would be is most 
important in making changes in 
their farm program. 

Methods of approach and steps 
involved in Farm Planning was 
of considerable interest to all who 
attended the Farm Management 
study, The appraising of the 
present resources and farming 
system and how to best combine

Sale of Food 
Without Health 
Permit Prohibited 


By Frank Sloan 
County Sanitation Officer 


It is a violation of the Food| 
Regulations of Shelby County and| 
the State of Alabama, to make 
and sell food, unless the maker 
and seller has a Health Depart- | 
ment Food Permit. These Regula- 
tions apply to cakes, pies, sand- 
wiches, barbecue, or full meals, 
and applies equally to churches,| 
civic groups, schools, community | 
houses, or individuals. , 

There is no doubt that each year 
many cases of food-borne diseases | 
occur as a direct result of illegal 
and unsafe food handling. There 
are over twenty-five different con- 
tagious diseases including tuber- 
culosis and infectious hepatitis, 
which can be spread by improper , 
food handling. | 

Often when funds are needed 
by a charitable or community or- 
ganization, the first thought is of, 
a food sale. While these projects} 
are certainly worthwhile, we 
should not engage in fund raising 
activities that might jeopardize 
the health of the participants. The 
end does not justify the means. 

Sometimes individuals may at-| 
tempt to supplement their income! 
by selling pies and cakes baked 
in their home. This is a violation 
of the law. It is unrealistic to re- 
quire a bakery, for instance, to 
meet certain standards in food 
‘handling to protect the public 
health, and then permit the indis- 
criminate sale of cakes, pies, and 
other foods prepared in private 
homes, or to require restaurants 
to submit to regulations and then 
permit the sale of hundreds of 
meals from unsupervised sources 
just because the profits will be 
used for a worthy cause. 

The sale of all food must be 
done under Permit issued by the 
Health Department. Inquiries re- 
garding permits and _ inspection 
should be directed to the County 
Health Department.

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There are presently 18 million 
of our citizens, nearly ten per 
cent of the total population, who 
are 65 yeurs of age or older, and 
that figure is rising by almost 
1,000 daily. By 1970, there will be 
over 20 million people in this cate- 
gory. 

It was recognized, shortly after 
World War II, that this country 
was developing a sizable popula- 
tion of older people and that they 
had unique problems and interests. 
It was also recognized at that 
time that extensive research and 
studies would be necessary to un- 
derstand and cope with the pro- 
blems of the aged, and Congress 
was called upon to take the lead 
in looking into this area of our 
nation’s aged and aging. 


White House Conference 


In 1958 Congress unanimously 
passed legislation calling for the! 
convening of a national forum on| 
the problems faced by our senior 
citizens. After all the states and| 
territories had held meetings at} 
the local community and state 
levels, almost 3,000 delegates from 
all over the country assembled in| 
Washington in 1961 for the White 
House Conference on Aging. Over 
800 voluntary organizations deal- 
ing with problems of the aged 
were represented at the White 
House Conference, and out of the 
conference came over 600 positive 
recommendations. 

These 
taken under 


recommendations were! 
advisement by the 
Congress and embodied in the 
Older Americans Act of 1965, 
which was passed by the House of 
Representatives on Wednesday of 
last week by a vote of 391 to 1. 


Older Americans Act 


The basic purpose of the Older 
Americans Act is to create an op- 
erating agency, known as the Ad- 
ministration on Aging, within the 
Department of Health, Education, 
and Welfare. The Administration 
on Aging will be headed by a 
Commissioner on Aging who will! 
be appointed by the President, 
subject to confirmation by the 
Senate,

The legislation creating the Ad-| 
ministration on Aging authorized 
an appropriation of $17.6 million 
for fiscal years 1966 and 1967. Of | 
this amount, $13 million is ear-| 
marked for grants to the states!

The Administration on Aging 
will serve as a clearinghouse for

one’s later years. The passage of 
the Older Americans Act of 1965 
also represents an attempt by the 
House of Representatives to re- 
claim from our senior citizens

BURNED BY FEDERAL 
TROOPS 


One hundred years ago this! 
week, on April 4, 1965, several 
buildings of the University of! 
Alabama were set afire by Fed-| 
eral troops under General John) 
Thomas Croxton, who had been! 
detached from Maj. General J. H, 
Wilson's Federal cavalry with a! 
brigade of 1,500 men, and ordered | 
to burn the University because it | 
was “a military University" used | 
to train Confederate troops. 
Although the University cadets | 
attempted to make a stand against 


| Croxton and his men, the Federal | 


general had learned from spies of | 
the disposition of troops and arm-| 
aments in the city. As a result! 
Croxton was able to capture the 
two six pound cannons which the 
State had placed at the disposal 
of the home guard and the Uni- 
versity authorities before the 
Confederate were able to 
secure them.

“This pro- 
gram compensates eligible unem- 
ployed workers for a portion of 
their lost wages,” said Governor 
George C. Wallace. 

“These weekly benefits not only 
maintain the purchasing power of 
the jobless during periods of per- 
sonal crisis but also contribute 
significantly to the stabilization 
of Alabama's economy,” he said. 


The State Unemployment Com-| 


pensation Law presently provides 
for weekly benefits up to $32 for 
a& maximum period of 26 weeks. 
Compensation is based on 
claimant’s earnings in his highest 
quarter for a specific base period.

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ALABAMA PARKS 
TO CHARGE FEE 


Conservation Director Claude D. 
Kelley announced Friday that be- 
cause of high operating expenses 
in the Alabama State Parks the 
collection of a small fee from 
those who use the parks is deem- 
ed necessary to help defray op- 
erating expenses, 

Kelley said the new fee system 
probably will be put into effect 
the latter part of April and will 
apply to six of the eight major 
state parks. The fee will be 50 
cents per child under 12 years of 
age. 

Parks where the new fee will 
be in effect include Chewacla, 
Cheaha, DeSoto, Gulf State, Monte 
Sano and Joe Wheeler, 

With the exception of Chewacla 
State Park in Lee County, the fee 
will be charged only for use of 
specific areas within each park. 
For the most part the fee will ap- 
ply only to those areas equipped 
with tables, drinking water and 
sanitary facilities. 

In Chewacla State Park the fee 
charged for use of the park in 
general. 

The Parks Division receives 
only one-third of its operating in- 
come from legislative appropria- 
tion, The remainder of its income 
is realized from three other prin- 
cipal sources; namely, cabin ren- 
tals, receipts from sale of sand 
and gravel from river bottoms, 
and fishing permits sold at public 
lakes. 

The Conservation Department 
now has under consideration vari- 
ous methods of financing the op- 
eration of the state parks. 


COSTS $30 TO PLANT 
ONE ACRE OF COTTON 

Alabama farmers have been 
spending an average of $1 million 
a day for the last couple of weeks 
planting their 1965 cotton crop. 

The grower’s total cost will be 
over $25 million when the job is 
finished — an average of $30 an 
acre on the 830,000 acres expected. 

Extension Service Cotton Spe- 
cialist John Henderson pointed 
out that these estimated cost fig- 
ures cover variable expenses — 
land preparation, fertilizer and 
early chemical weed control. 

Total costs from planting 
through ginning will average 
about $140 an acre. 

Henderson figures, if cotton 
sells at 1964 levels, lint and cot- 
tonseed from bale-to-the-acre cot- 
ton will sell for about $170.

CHEMICAL CONTROL 
REPLACES HOEING 

Last year Alabama farmers 
spent about $2.5 million for chem- 
icals to control weeds. 

Thirteen years ago a handful 
of cotton farmers used chemicals 
against weeds for the first time. 
By last year the practices had 
spread to cotton, corn, peanuts 
acres in the state—10,000 acres 
more than in 1963. 

Within ten years it may be hard 
|to find a farmer who isn’t using 


Agronomist O. N. Andrews. 

The most noticeable increase in 
herbicide use, said Andrews, was 
in cotton production. Last year 
Alabama farmers treated about 
50 per cent of their 830,000 acre 
cotton crop — double the acreage 
treated the previous year. 

More than 90,600 acres of corn 
were treated with weed-killing 
chemicals last year: 125,000 of 
pasture crops, 62,000 acres of pea- 
nuts and 9,000 acres of soybeans, 


Engineers have produced straw- 
berry, raspberry, blackberry and 
boysenberry powders. But so far 
these products are only experi- 
mental. Suitable packaging and

Date April 30th 


Alabama area employers were 
|reminded today that April 30, 
} 1965, is an important tax date,

is the deadline for reporting and 
paying income tax withheld and 
social security taxes for the cai- 
endar quarter ended March 31, 
1965. 

Mr. O'Donnell said employers 
should use Form 941 to report 
their tax liability for that period. 
They should mail it, along with 
depositary receipts and full pay- 
ment of taxes due, to District Di- 
rector of Internal Revenue Ser- 
vice, Birmingham, Alabama. 

Mr. O'Donnell said that taxpay- 
ers who make full and timely de- 
posits of the taxes due for each 
month of the quarter at a Federal 
Reserve Bank or an authorized 
commercial bank, have until May 
10, 1965, to file returns.

Persons receiving aid from the 
Department of Pensions and Se- 
eurity are eligible for food, others 
must apply for the food and have 
their application approved. Mr.| 
Davis devotes a good bit of time

Al- 
ready, the House has considered 
and passed the Appalachian Bill, 
legislation dealing with nearly 
equal and contiguous congression- 
al districts, a measure 
Social Security benefits and pro- 
viding medical care for our senior 
citizens, and a_ constitutional 
amendment setting up an orderly 
procedure to allow the Vice Pres- 
ident to become Acting President 
in case of the

Medical Care Measure 


Of vital interest throughout the 
nation is the medical-care-for-the- 
aged bill which was passed by the 
House this month. 
will provide for the elderly of our 
nation a basic compulsory pro- 
gram to cover hospital and related 
costs, to be financed mainly by a 
payroll tax and administered by 
the Social Security system, and a 
supplementary voluntary program 
to cover < vctor bills and additional 
medical expenses, to be financed 
by general revenue and contribu- 
tions from tions from participants.

Needless to say, these measures

federal budget.

1965 COTTON SIGNUP 
TOTALS REPORTED 

Some 24 cotton producers in 
Shelby County have signed up to 
take cotton out of production this 
year under the domestic cotton 
allotment program, H. C. McDa- 
nal, Chairman, Agricultural Sta- 
bilization and Conservation Coun- 
ty Committee, announced today. 
The signup for program partici- 
pants started February 8 and 
ended April 16, 

Cotton growers who take part 
in the program agree to plant 
within their domestic acreage al- 
lotment (for most farms, about 
65 percent of the farm's effective 
allotment). Participating farmers 
become eligible for a_price-sup- 


port payment of 4.35 cents a 
pound on the normal yield per 
acre determined for the farm 


times the acreage planted for har- 
vest. In addition, they will be eli- 
gible for price-support loans at 
29 cents a pound for Middling 1- 
at average location on all 
cotton produced,

ILLEGAL UNEMPLOYMENT 
COMPENSATION 


During the first quarter of 
|1965, one person received a jail 
|sentence and 14 others fined for 
{making illegal unemployment 
|compensation applications, accord- 
ing to a report by the fraud in- 
vestigation section of the Ala- 


bama Department of Industrial 
Relations. 
The industrial relations report 


jindicates the conviction and 3$1- 
|day jail sentence resulted when 
an applicant knowingly tried to 
|defraud the state when making 
an unemployment compensation 
claim. The fines to other offenders 
ranged from $25 to $150 and to- 
taled $988 for the period. 

During the quarter the fraud 
section audited 8,470 claims and 
made personal investigation of 
another 950. These investigations 
resulted in the discovery of 94 
overpayments, including 34 under 
consideration for prosecution un- 
der the state unemployment com- 
pensation law. 

A total of $8,508 was recovered 
from overpayments during the 
course of investigation in the 
three-month period.

A BILL TO BE ENTITLED 

AN ACT 

To change the method of com- 
pensating certain officers of Shel- 
by County; fixing the salaries of 
such officera and providing for 
the clerical assistance, deputies, 
office space, equipment, and sup- 
plies necessary for the conduct 
of their respective offices on a 
sulary basis. 
Be it enacted by the Legislature 
Alabama: 
Section 1. The following officers 
of Shelby County shall be entitled 
to receive compensation as fol- 
lows: 


(a) For the judge of probate, 
an annual salary of $13,500; 

(b) For the sheriff, an annual 
talary of $12,000; 

(ic) For the tax assessor, an an- 
nual salary of $10,000; 

id) For the tax collector, an 
annual salary of $10,000; 

ie) For the clerk of the circuit 
court for the performance of the 
duties of his offiee and the duties 
o! the register in chancery and 
ex-officio clerk of Shelby County 
Law and Equity Court, an annual 
salary of $10,000, 

Such salaries shall be paid in 
lieu of all other compensation 
heretofore provided by law, and 
shall be paid in equal monthly 
installments out of the general 
fund of the county. 

Section 2. All fees, commissions, 
niluwanees, percentages, and other 
charges heretofore collected for) 
the use of the judge of probate, 
sheriff, tax assessor, tax collec- 
tor, circuit clerk, register in) 
chapeery, and ex-officio clerk of| 
the Shelby County Law and Equi- 
ty Court, hereafter shall be col- 
lected and paid into the general 
fund of the county, However, the 
sheriff shall continue to procure 
and prepare the food for county 
prisoners and shall be entitled to 
retain the allowances payable by 
the State for such purpose. 

Section 5. The board of revenue, 
court of county commissioners, or 
other like governing body of 
Shelby County shall provide the 
judge of probate, tax assessor, tax 
collector, circuit clerk, register, 
and ex-officio clerk of the Shelby 
County Law and Equity Court 
with such clerical assistance, 
quarters, books, stationery, furn- 
iture, equipment, postage, travel 
expenses and such other conveni- 
ences and supplies as such govern- 
ing body may consider necessary 
for the proper and efficient con- 
duct of their respective offices. 
Fach of said officers shall have 
the «authority to appoint such 
clerical assistants and deputies as 
shal] be authorized for his office, 
“and they shall serve at the pleas- 
ure of the appointing authority. 

The county weverning body 
shall likewise provide the sheriff 
with such clerical assistance, quar- 
ters, books, stationery and = sup- 
plies, furniture, equipment, post- 
ave, travel expenses and = such 
other conveniences as it may con. | 
sider necessary for the proper and} 
efficient operation of the sheriff's 
office, and shall furnish the sher- 
iff an adequate number of auto- 
mobiles or other motor vehicles 
which shall be repaired, maintain- 
ed, and serviced (including all oi! 
and gas, tires, battery service, and! 
lubrication necessary for their up- 
keep and operation) at the Shelby 
County highway maintenance shop, 
under such regulations as the 
county governing body may pre- 
scribe. The sheriff shall have a 
chief deputy and such other num- 
ber of deputies as may be autho- 
rized by local laws, whose com- 
pensation shall be paid by the 
county at the times and in the 
manner prescribed in such laws, 

On oy before August 15 of each 
year each officer shall file with 
the governing body of the county 
a detailed estimate, in such form 
as that body may prescribe, show- 
ing by items the anticipated fi- 
nancial requirements for operation 
of his office during the ensuing 
fiveal year, The governing body 
of the county shall adopt its bud- 
get not later than the first reg- 
ular meeting in October each year, 
und the budget so adopted shall 
make such provisions with respect 
to the operation of each office as 
the county governing body may 
determine reasonable and proper, 

Section 4, The provisions of this 
act are severable. If any part of 
the act is declared invalid or un- 
constitutional, such declaration 
shall not affect the part which 
remains. 

All laws or parts of 
laws which conflict with this act 
are repealed.

FLOWER ARRANGEMENT 
FOR THE BEGINNER 


By Joyce E, Dement

Springtime in Alabama brings 
out the loveliest of flowers, flow- 
ering shrubs and trees, A bit of 
the outdoors brought inside in an 
artistic arrangement can change 
the family’s outlook on life. 

The beginner in flower arrang- 
ing can tuck a few rules away in 
the back of the mind and create 
a lovely arrangement, 

After gathering the flowers 
place them in cold water up to 
their necks for about two (2) 
hours. Containers that are simple 
und blend with the flowers are 
best. Fancy bowls and vases are 
decorative enough without flow- 
ers, What flower wants to play 
second fiddle to a vase? 

A wood flower holder is neces- 
sury to making a good arrang- 
ment. Two of the best types are 
heavy rust-proof needlepoint hold- 
ers for low containers and erum- 
bled chicken wire for tall vases. 

Most arrangements can be class- 
ed as triangular, round, crescent, 
or “s" shaped, Although rules in 
flower arrangement are often 
broken here are some that will be 
helpful: 

1. The 
container 


tallest flower in a low 
is as tall as the length 
plus the width of the container. 
In tall containers the tallest 
flower is 1! times the height of 
the container. 

2. The second flower is 2.3 as 
tall as the first, 
%. The third 
tall as the first. 
4, Arrange these

5. Add other flowers to fill in 
the arrangement but allow room 
for the flowers to breathe. Some 
green foliage can be added to the 
front and back to give depth. 

6. Do not let any two flowers 
come to the same height, 

7. Group flowers according to 
kinds and colors rather than 
spotting them one by one. 

8. Use large flowers and dark 
colors low because they seem to 
give weight to an arrangement. 

9, Use some buds as well as full 
hlown blossoms. 

10. Make a center of interest 
low in arrangement so the eye has 
au Place to rest, 

11. Let one color predominate 
in a mixed arrangement,

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USDA CHANGES 


PROGRAM 


The U. S. Department of Agri- 
culture has announced changes in 
the cotton loan program to make 
the program more convenient for 
cotton producers and buyers and 
less costly to the Commodity 
Credit Corporation. The changes 
are procedural in nature rather 
than in program objectives, The 
changes are based on favorable 
experiences under other price- 
support programs, 

Beginning with the 1965 crop 
of cotton, all loans except those to 
approved cotton cooperative mar- 
keting associations will be dis- 
bursed solely by Agricultural Sta- 
bilization and Conservation Ser- 
vice county offices rather than 
through lending agencies or county 
offices as in the past. 

Loan documents may be pre- 
pared by approved loan clerks lo- 
cated at banks, offices of cotton 
buyers, cotton gins, warehouses 
and other locations as necessary 
for convenience of producers or by 
county ASC offices. Loans will be 
disbursed by issuance of CCC loan 
drafts which may be held by com- 
mercial banks, production credit 
associations, and certain other fi-

nancial institutions as_ interest 
bearing instruments. 
Under the new procedure all 


loan notes executed by producers 
(Form CCC Cotton A), warehouse 
receipts, and related documents 
will remain in custody of ASCS 
county offices until loan maturity 
or redemption. 

This will make it possible for 
producers who purchase loan 
equities to redeem cotton from the 
loan easier and quicker because 
redemptions can be accomplished 
at county offices. This should re- 
sult in an increase in loan re- 
demptions, smaller quantities of 
loan cotton finding its way into 
Government inventories at loan 
maturity and therefore a_ reduc- 
tion in Government costs. In the 
past custody of all loan documents 
has been maintained at the ASCS 
Commodity Office in New Orleans 
La.

Recent announcements by the 
U. S. Commissioner of Education, 
Dr. Francis Keppel, that all school 
districts in the nation must show 
evidence of compliance with rules 
and regulations promulgated by 
office have created a_ situation 
which may have serious repercus- 
sions. Failure of any school board, 
under present directives, to sub- 
mit definite plans of integration 
or signed forms of compliance 
will result in the withholding of 
federal funds from that particular 
school district. 

The regulations of the Office 
of Education were supplemented 
recently by additional rules spec- 
ifying that any school board 
which operates a dual school sys- 
tem must show definite plans to 
completely integrate four grades 
this year and the entire system 
in 1967. These recent rules obvi- 
ously are aimed at states of the 


deep South, 
False Interpretation 


Many Members of Congress, in- 
cluding myself, firmly believe 
that the Commissioner of Educa- 
tion and the Secretary of Health, 
Education, and Welfare are over- 
stepping the authority granted to 
them by the Civil Rights Act of 
1964, Nowhere in that law is there 
any provision that requires either 
of these two officials to demand 
total integration of the schools. 
What they have overlooked is the 
fact that desegregation and inte- 
gration are not necessarily sy- 
nonymous. As a matter of fact, 
the word “integration” is not used 
at any place in the Civil Rights 
Act. 

Two parts of the Civil Rights 
Act of 1964 are applicable to pub- 
lic schools—Title IV, “Desegrega- 
tion of Public Education”, and 
Title VI, “Nondiscrimination in 
Federally Assisted Programs.” 

Desegregation is outlined and 
defined, but the concept of total 
integration arrived at by the 
Commissioner of Education is not 
part of the law. It is merely a 
part of the rules and regulations 
promulgated by the executive 
branch. 

Although desegregation is out- 
lined, the 1964 Civil Rights Act 
specifically states: desegregation 
shall not mean the assignment of 
students to public schools in order

Meeting Held 


On Tuesday of last week, the 
governors of the Southern states 
that will be primarily affected by 
the rules, regulations, and direc- 
tives of the Commissioner of Ed- 
ucation met here in Washington 
with the congressional delegations 
from their respective states. The 
meeting, attended by nearly all 
the governors, senators, and con- 
gressmen from the states of Ar- 
kansas, Louisiana, Mississippi, 
Alabama, Georgia, Florida, South 
Carolina, North Carolina, and 
Virginia, was called to discuss all 
aspects of a problem that could 
cripple seriously our public school 
systems in the South. 


It was the concensus of those 
in attendance that a joint effort 
should be made by the states 
represented at the meeting to 
bring to the attention of the Sec- 
retary of Health, Education, and 
Welfare and the President of the 
United States the grave implica- 
tions of the executive regulations. 

Governor George Wallace point- 
ed out to the group that the Board 
of Education at Bessemer has al- 
ready filed a suit which challeng- 
es the constitutionality of Title 
VI of the Civil Rights Act and the 
regulations of the Department of 
Health, Education, and Welfare 
promulgated thereunder. He sug- 
gested that other states and com- 
munities also might want to con- 
test the constitutionality of the 
regulations in the federal courts 
should efforts to convince the 
Secretary of Health, Education, 
and Welfare and the President 
fail, 

Let us hope that the results of 
the Washington meeting wil! 


prove beneficial.

LATE SPRING DROUGHT 
IS DAMAGING LAWNS 

According to the calendar, sum- 
mer is just around the corner; but 
according to the thermometer, it’s 
already here, 

And 80 is the all-too-common 
late spring drought that is play- 
ing havoc with crops—and lawns. 

“This year garden hoses and 
sprinklers are being pulled out of 
garages a lot sooner than usual,” 
said Lawrence Ennis, Extension 
soil’s engineering specialist. 

“But before everyone begins 
their lawn watering it would be 
rood to make sure they know how 
to go about it,” added the Auburn 
University specialist. 

Ennis gave these three simple 
lawn watering rules: 

1, Sprinkle grass only when it 
needs water. 

2. Wet the soil to about a 12- 
inch depth each time you water. 

3. Don’t sprinkle the lawn every 
day just to cool things off. This 
causes a shallow root system. 

However, added Ennis, several 
things should be considered when 
following these rules. 

A sandy soil can hold three- 
fourths to one and one-fourth 
inches of water in the top foot of 
depth, but a clay soil can hold up 
to two and one-half inches in the 
top foot. 

Also, soil types make a differ- 
ence in the lawns absorption rate. 
Sands can absorb .7 to .9 inches 


per hour while clay soils soak up| 


.3 to .4 inches an hour. 

Said Ennis, “There’s not much 
sense in flooding the lawn with 
water if half of it is going to run 
down the ditch.” 

For additional lawn watering in- 
formation, Ennis suggested get- 
ting Auburn University Extension 
Service Circular P-4, “Watering 
Your Lawn,” from your local 
county agent's office.

New Re-Opened GI U of A Commencement May 29-30 


Insurance Program 


The widow of an Oklahoma 
combat veteran is the first person 
to be aided by the new re-opened 
GI insurance program now offered 
by the Veterans Administration. 
The veteran, who chalked up 840 
flying hours as an aérial engineer 
with a troop wing carrier in the 
European Theatre during World 
War II, had allowed his National 
Service Life Insurance policy to 
lapse since the war. 

As a patient during April 1965 
in a VA Hospital for treatment 
of a service-connected disability, 
he learned of the new VA pro- 
gram by which certain veterans 
of World War II or the Korean 
Conflict may obtain as much as 
$10,000 in GI insurance coverage. 
On April 27 from his hospital bed, 
he filled out an: application form 
and mailed it, together with a 
month's premium payment, to the 
Veterans Administration. The in 
surance was to go into effect on 
May 1, 1965, providing the vet- 
eran was found eligible. The vet- 
eran died on May 3, less than one 
week after he had filed his appli- 
cation, Processing the policy es- 
tablished that the veteran had died 
of his service-connected ailment 
and was eligible for issuance of 
the policy. Thus, just one week 
after the veteran's death the 
delivered to his widow the 
$10,000 insurance value, 
few dollars to an

to purchase this new GI 
insurance. 

In addition, veterans whose dis- 
abilities have no service connec- 
tion but are so serious that they 
are unable to obtain commercial 
insurance at the highest rates may 
also be eligible for this insurance. 
The insurance which went on sale 
May 1, 1965, may be purchased 
until May 2, 1966. Approximately 
six million veterans may be eli- 
gible, the VA said. 

The VA said that more than 
18,000 applications for the new 
GI insurance policies were receiv- 
ed on the opening day for a face 
value of more than $100 million. 
This type of insurance is to cost 
the taxpayer nothing, VA said, 
since claim payments will be 
made out of premium funds, and 
the overhead expense will be 
borne by the $42 a month each 
veteran adds to his premium pay- 
ments. 

Veterans making application for 
this new insurance should consult 
the proper premium table and 
send the correct initial premium 
payment with their application, 
Insurance cannot be issued unless 
the initial payment is made, VA 
said.

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On Wednesday of last week, the 
House of Representatives approv- 
ed by a record vote of 354 to 41 
and sent to the Senate the $5.7 
billion Agricultural Appropriation 
Bill for fiscal year 1966. 

The measure provides funds for 
the general operations of the De- 
partment of Agriculture, including 
various activities such as research, 
disease and pest control, soil and 
water conservation, extension and 
marketing services, meat and 
poultry inspection, agricultural 
credit, and crop insurance, 

This year’s appropriation for 
the Department is almost $100 
million less than was requested in 
the budget and $1.1 billion less 
than was appropriated last year. 


Reduction Requested 


The House Appropriations Com- 
mittee turned thumbs down, how- 
ever, on two other reductions re- 
quested by the Bureau of the Bud- 
get. A request to cut $100 million 
from the Agriculture Depart- 
ment’s Agricultural 
Program (ACP) of financial as- 
sistance to farmers for carrying 
out conservation practices and $20 
million from the Department's 
Soil Conservation Service (SCS) 
program of technical assistance 
was not granted. To make up for 
the decrease in federal expendi- 
tures that such reductions would 
have brought about, the Admin- 
istration had proposed the estab- 
lishment of a revolving fund, into 
which farmers and_ landowners 
would pay fees for receiving tech- 
nical assistance. 

The reductions in the Agricul- 
tural Conservation Program and 
the Soil Conservation Service were 
actually proposed by the Bureau 
of the Budget and not by the De- 
partment of Agriculture. As a 
matter of fact, an Agriculture De- 
partment official, when questioned 


by members of the Appropriations| 


Committee, admitted that the De- 
partment actually was opposed to 
any reductions in funds for the 
two programs, 


After careful consideration, the} 


Appropriations Committee felt it 
inadvisable to heed the recommen- 
dations of the Bureau of the Bud- 
get in this instance, and the Agri- 
cultural Appropriation Bill for 
1966 contains sufficient funds to

Farmer's Position 

An examination of the farmer’s 
economic position since World 
War II may indicate the reason 
for continued federal expenditures 
of such magnitude. While the 
Gross National Product of the 
nation has tripled from 1945 to 
the present time, the farmer's 
share of the consumer food dollar 
has declined from 52 to 87 cents, 
and his return on labor, manage- 
ment, and investment has decreas- 
ed from 21 to 8 per cent. During 
the same period, annual per cap- 
ita non-farm income has doubled, 
average gross earnings for factory 
workers have gone up from $1.02 
to $2.54 per hour, and the cost of 
food has gone down from 23 to 18 


per cent of the consumer food 
dollar, This is compared to 50 per| 
cent or more for the rest of the} 
world. 

To compound the farmer’s trou-| 
bles, the average investment nec- 
essary to provide a minimum liv- 
ing on the farm has increased 
from $11,000 to $54,000 in 20 
years. 

From these statistics, I think it 
}is quite evident that, despite the} 
jimportance of the farmer to our 
economy, the problems he faces 
are manifold. Consequently, there 
is little likelihood that agricul- 
tural expenditures by the federal 
government will be greatly re- 
duced in the near future. 


ALA. SEED SALES 
TOTAL $5 MILLION . 

Alabama's farmers and garden- 
ers bought 311,000 bags of Ala- 
bama grown certified seed for 
spring planting this year. 

The state’s certified seed sales 
totaled $5 million, said Bill Gregg, 
Extension Service seed specialist 
at Auburn University. 

Cottonseed led the list in sales} 
with peanuts and soybeans coming 
in second and third respectively. 
“This year’s certified seed was of| 
jextra high quality,” Gregg said.| 

The specialist pointed out that 
a seed’s high quality and vigor 
are important factors, especially 
in a year like this one when plant-

Poultry 

Commercial egg producers have 
been through the low end of an 
egg price cycle. These low prices 
are being reflected in the egg-type 
chick replacements going to the 
farms of the nation. Egg type 
chicks hatched April was down 
17% from April, 1964 and the 
smallest April hatch on record. 
This same reduction reflects back 
to January 1965. 


The above causes me to believe 
that egg prices during the next 
12 months will show a decided 
increase, Alabama producers have 
not been reducing their flock at 
the same rate, in fact, placements 
were up 15°7 over the same period 
of 1964. This indicates that Ala- 
bama is developing into a major 
egg producing state. Efficient 
producers will certainly get some 
relief during the next 12 months.

|ported in Shelby County to-date, 


however, reports from other areas 
indicate heavy population in Ge- 
neva, Lowndes and Dallas coun- 
ties. The actual count showed as 
many as 900 weevils per acre. 

This does not mean that they 
have appeared in Shelby County 
but may I urge each producer to 
check his fields weekly and let 
me know if you have a problem. 

We are certainly starting off 
the year at a serious disadvantage 
due to weather conditions and we 
cannot afford to lose cotton to in- 
sects.

The veteran who was in the Air 
Force in World War II learned of 
the new VA program by which 
certain veterans of that war or 
the Korean Conflict may obtain 
as much as $10,000 in GI insur- 
ance coverage. On April he 
filled out an application form and 
mailed it together with a month’s 
premium payment to the VA. The 
insurance was to go into effect on 
May 1, 1965, provided the veteran 
was found eligible. He was hospi- 
talized on April 30 and died on 
May 5, just one week after he had 
filed his application. Processing 
the application established that 
the veteran was eligible for the 
insurance. On May 26 VA delivered 
to his widow a check for the full 
$10,000 insurance value minus a 
few dollars to cover an adjustment 
in the veteran’s estimate of the 
premium due at the time he made 
the first month's payment.

In addition, veterans whose dis- 
abilities have no service 
tion but are so serious that they 
are unable to obtain commercial 
insurance at the highest rates may 
also be eligible for this insurance.

May 1, 1965, may be purchased 
until May 2, 1966. Approximately 
six million veterans may be eligi- 
ble, the VA said. 

The VA said that more than | 
18,000 applications for the new 
GI insurance policies were receiv- 
ed on the opening day for a face 
value of more than $100 million. 
This type of insurance is to cost 
the taxpayer nothing, VA said, 
since claim payments will be made 
out of premium funds, and the 
overhead expense will be borne by 
the 42 cents a month each veteran 
adds to his premium payments. 

Veterans making application for 
this new insurance should consult 
the proper premium table and 
send the correct initial premium 
payment with their application.) 
Insurance cannot be issued unless 
the initial payment is made, VA 
said.

ANIMAL BITES 


From: The Rural Health Council 
of Alabama 

is always a danger of 
wound infection from animal 
bites. There is an even grater 
danger — rabies. Rabies usually 
isa fatal disease, once it has de- 
veloped. It can attack humans as 
well as animals. 

If someone is bitten by an ani- 
mal, here is what you should do: 
First, wash the wound thoroughly 
with soap and water. Then take 
the victim to a physician for 
treatment. 

Try to capture the animal, if 
possible. Keep it in confinement 
for fourteen days. If it does not 
show signs of rabies in that time, 
the danger is probably past. If the 
animal does show signs of rabies, 
the person who was bitten must 
be given immediate treatment 
consisting of a series of injections. 
If the animal cannot be captured,

Notice is hereby given that a 
bill substantially as follows will 
be introduced in the Legislature 
of Alabama and application for 
its passage and enactment will be 
made, to-wit: 


A BILL TO BE ENTITLED 
AN ACT 
To create the Shelby County 


Planning Commission; to provide 
for the organization, membership, 
powers, personnel, jurisdiction, 
and financial and legal status of 
such commission; to authorize the 
Commission to make subdivision 
regulations, a master plan, and to 
adopt zoning regulations for the 
development of Shelby County; to 
provide for an election in each 
beat prior to the application of 
such authority of the Commission 
in each such beat; to grant the 
Commission power to zone certain 
areas within the county and pro- 
vide a procedure for the amend- 
ment of zoning rgulations; to pro- 
hibit zoning regulations from be- 
ing retroactive; to provide reme- 
dies for the enforcement of the 
provisions of this act; and to pro- 
vide exceptions to such zoning 
regulations and for appeals from 
the decisions of the Commission, 
Be it enacted by the Legislature 
of Alabama: 

Section 1. Creation of County

for its work, The Commission may 
also contract with county or city 
planners, engineers, architects, 
and other consultants and with 
any local, state, or federal agen- 
cy for such services as it may re- 
quire, The Commission may coop-

Section 2. Personnel of the 
Shelby County Planning Commis- 
sion. The Commission shall be 
composed of seven members, all 
of whom shall be over the age of 
25 years and each of whom shall 
be a qualified elector in and an 
actual resident of and a free-hold- 
er in Shelby County. Two of the 
members shall be appointed by the 
Board of Revenue and Control of 
Shelby County, two shall be ap- 
pointed by the Shelby County 
Board of Education, two shall be 
appointed by the Shelby County 
Bar Association, and one shall be 
appointed by the Judge of: the 
Circuit Court of Shelby County. 
Not over two members of the 
Commission shall come from any 
one beat of the County. Each 
member shall serve a term of six 
years and until his successor is 
duly appointed and qualified. Pri- 
or to taking office each member 
shall subscribe to an oath as pro- 
vided by law for public officials 
and the same shall be recorded in 
the Probate Office of Shelby 
County. The original members of 
this Commission shall draw lot to 
determine the period of time each 
is to serve and the terms of two 
shall expire two years from the 
date of the organization of the 
Commission, the terms of two 
shall expire four years from the 
date of the organization of the 
Commission and the terms of three 
shall expire six years from the 
date of the organization of the 
Commission. In the event of a va- 
cancy on the Commission the 
same shall be filled as in the case 
of the original appointment. All 
members shall serve without com- 
pensation, and the members shall 
hold no other county office. How- 
ever, reasonable and necessary 
expenses of the members shall be 
paid from the General -Fund of 
Shelby County. 

Section 3., Jurisdiction of Com- 
mission. The jurisdiction of the 
Commission shall extend to all 
areas of the county outside the 
boundaries of municipal corpora- 
tions; provided, however, that 
where a municipality now or in 
the future is authorized to exer: 
cise and does in fact exercise 
planning and zoning powers in any 
area outside its municipal boun- 
daries, such areas shall be exclud- 
ed from the jurisdiction of the 
county planning commission, 

Section 4. Organization and 
rules. The Commission shall elect 
its chairman and create and fill 
such other offices as it may de- 
termine. The term of chairman 
shall be for one year, with eligi- 
bility for re-election. The Com- 
misson shall normally hold at 
least one regular meeting each 
month, It shall adopt by-laws for 
the transaction of business and 
shall keep a record of its resolu- 
transaction of business, 
which record shall be a_ public 
record, Five of the members shal! 
constitute a quorum to transact 
the business of the Commission. 

Section 5. Staff and Finances. 
The Commission may appoint, pro- 


part or parts thereof, any such 
part te cover one or more major 
sections or divisions of the coun- 
ty. The commission may from 
| time to time amend, extend, or add 
to the plan or regulations as 
hereinafter provided. 

Section 7. Purposes In View, In 
the preparation of the master 
plan and zoning regulations, the 
commission shall make careful 
and comprehensive surveys and 
studies of the present conditions 
existing within the county with 
due regard to existing agricultur- 
al uses, to land by virtue of its 
fertility, proximity to water sup- 
plies, and other geographical 
features is particularly suited to 
agricultural uses, to neighboring 
municipalities, towns, and villages, 
to the growth of subdivisions, to 
the general population growth of 
the county, and make adequate 
provision for traffic, recreational] 
areas and industry, and public 
utilities and other public require- 
ments. The plan and zoning reg- 
ulations should be made with the 
general purpose of guiding and 
accomplishing a coordinated, ad- 
justed and harmonious develop- 
ment of the county, which will, in 
accordance with present and fu- 
ture needs, best promote health, 
safety, morals, order, convenience, 
prosperity, and general welfare, 
as Well as efficiency and economy 
in the process of development, and 
should promote safety from fire, 
flood and other dangers, the 
healthful and convenient distri- 
bution of population, and the wise 
and efficient expenditure of pub- 
lic funds. The plan and regula-

Harold Miller plans to build @ 
family recreation pond for fish 
production and swimming. Since 
Harold has a fast-growing dairy 
enterprise, he can't get away va- 
cationing very often. For this 
reason the pond being designed by 
the Soil Conservation Service will 
be very beneficial to him, his wife, 
son and daughter. 

If he installs an automatic valve 
he can water his cattle below the 
dam when they are using tempo- 
rary grazing on this side of his 
farm. 

Cooperator Walter Dickson is 
completing his S.C.S. designed 
pond this week. It is unique in 
that both front and back slopes 
are four-to-one, This flat slope 
came about because of the extra 
earth available when excavating 
to deepen water areas in the pond. 

An A.C.P. cost-sharing water- 
hole for livestock water has been 
staked out for Sherrill B. Me- 
Clure, Wilsonville. 

Another similar pond has been 
completed, this one for T. G. 
(Cowboy) Rogers, near Siluria. 

This makes 6 permanent A.C.P. 
cost-sharing livestock ponds com- 
pleted this spring with eight more 
ready to build.

With only a few notable excep- 
tions, the Executive Branch for 
many years has requested and 
Congress has approved spending 
in excess of federal revenue.

It should be remembered that 
the public debt is the result—not 
the cause—of spending. Commit- 
ments of the federal government | 
are made far in advance of actual 
spending, and the Executive 
Branch of the government cannot 
expend any funds without actual 
authorization from the Congress. 
Therefore, the proper place to re- 
duce spending is in the Congress 
when the various authorization 
and appropriation bills are consid- 
ered.

Be it enacted by the Legislature 
of Alabama: 

Section 1. Creation of County 
Planning Commission, There is 
hereby created a Planning Com- 
mission for Shelby County, Ala- 
bama which Commission shall be 
appointed as herein provided and 
shall have responsibilities and du- 
ties as are stated herein. The 
Commission shall be known as the 
Shelby County Planning Commis- 
sion, The term, “county governing 
body” when used herein shall re- 
fer to the Shelby County Board of 
Revenue and Control or its sue- 
cessors. 

Section 2. Personnel of the 
Shelby County Planning Commis- 
sion. The Commission shall be 
composed of seven members, all 
of whom shall be over the age of 
85 years and each of whom shall 
be a qualified elector in and an 
actual resident of and a free-hold- 
er in Shelby County. Two of the 
members shall be appointed by the 
Board of Revenue and Control of 
Shelby County, two shall be ap- 
pointed by the Shelby County 
Board of Education, two shall be 
appointed by the Shelby County 
Bar Association, and one shall be 
appointed by the Judge of the 
Circuit Court of Shelby County. 
Not over two members of the 
Commission shall come from any 
one beat of the County.

Be it enacted by the Legislature 
of Alabama:

shall have and exercise concurrent

Section 10. In all criminal cases 
of conviction in said Law and 
Equity Court of Shelby County, 
Alabama, the defendant shall have 


the right of appeal to the Circuit 


Court of Shelby County, on enter- 
ing into bond, with 
surety, to appear at the term of 
the Court to which the appeal is 
taken, and from term to term un- 
til discharged; the bond to be in 
such penalty as the Judge of the 
Law and Equity Court of Shelby 
County, Alabama, may prescribe, 
and to be approved by the Judge 
or Clerk of said court. If the de- 
fendant does not make the bond 
required he shall remain in custo- 
dy and said defendant may, with 
in ten days after taking said ap- 
peal, demand in said Circuit Court 
a trial by jury; otherwise, said 
case shall be tried by the Court 
without a jury. 

Section II, That the Supreme 
Court and the Court of Appeals 
of this state shall have appellate 
and supervisory jurisdiction over 
said court and the judge thereof, 
which may be exercised in the 
Same manner as such jurisdiction 
may be exercised over the Circuit 
Courts of the State, and the judge 
thereof, and appeals may be taken 
from the order and judgments of 
said court while sitting as a Court 
of Equity to the Supreme Court 
and Court of Appeals in the same 
manner, and within the same time. 
as appeals are now taken from the 
orders and judgments of the Cir- 
cuit Courts of the State, except 
as herein provided for appeals to 
the Circuit Court.

of the issues of fact of all equity 
cases in which the parties are en- 
titled by law to a trial by jury, as 
provided by Title 7, Section 322, 
1940 Code of Alabama, In the 
trial of any such equity case by 
a jury, Sections 323, 324, 325 and 
326, Title 7, 1940 Code of Ala- 
bama, shall govern the Court in 
the trial, summoning and paying 
of the jurors. 

Section 13. That any civil or 
equity cases now or hereafter 
pending in the Circuit Court of 
Shelby County, Alabama, may be 
by agreement of the parties there- 
to, transferred from the said Cir- 
cuit Court to the Law and Equity 
Court of Shelby County, and any 
civil or equity cases pending in 
the Law and Equity Court of 
Shelby County may be, by agree-

Section 15, The Sheriff of Shel- 
by County shall, in person or by 
a deputy, appointed by him, said 
appointment to be approved by 
the judge of said court, be requir- 
ed to attend upon said court in 
preserving order, and execute all 
writs of process and perform such 
other duties, in all respects as in 
the Circuit Court of this State, 
and such deputy required for at- 
tendance upon said session of said 
court, shall receive the sum of 
$10,00 per day, payable out of the 
county treasury upon the warrant 
of the judge of said court, pro- 
vided that such deputy shall not 
receive pay except for the time 
that the Court is actually in ses- 
sion and none such compensation 
to the deputy shall be shared in 
by the Sheriff, and for the service 
by the sheriff of the process of 
said court and attendance upon 
said court, he shall receive such 
fees and compensation as he re- 
ceives under the law of the State 
of Alabama or any laws enacted 
in the future by the Legislature 
of Alubama for the compensation 
of the sheriff for similar services 
in the Circuit Court, except as 
herein otherwise provided, 

Section 16. That if, for any rea- 
son, forfeiture be taken on any 
bond on the criminal side of said 
Court, the court may order the 
alias capias returnable instanter 
or within ten days, and unless the 
party or parties against whom 
the forfeiture is taken shall ap- 
pear and show cause, when the 
forfeiture is returnable, why the 
forfeiture should be set aside, 
then, the court is hereby authoriz- 
ed and empowered to make the 
judgment final. 

Section 17, That the judge of 
the Law and Equity Court of 
Shelby County shall adopt a seal 
for the law side of the docket of 
the Law and Equity Court of 
Shelby County which shall be 
kept in the custody and control 
of the clerk of the court. 

Section 18. That the judge of 
the Law and Equity Court of 
Shelby County shall adopt a seal 
for the equity side of the docket 
of the Law and Equity Court of 
Shelby County which shall be kept 
in the custody and control of the 
register of the court. 

Section 19. When the summons, 
writ of attachment, summons and 
complaint in attachment, or other 
process either in law or in equity 
has been executed on the defend- 
ant or service perfected on him, 
as required by law, the defendant 
shall appear and plead, answer or 
demur thereto within the time 
now, or which hereafter may be, 
provided by law, in the Circuit 
Court. 

Section 20. That said Law and 
Equity Court of Shelby County 
shall have exclusive jurisdiction 
over children and the judge of said 
Law and Equity Court shall be 
judge of the Juvenile Court; it 
being the intention to confer com- 
plete, full, unlimited and exclus- 
ive jurisdiction upon the Law and 
Equity Court of Shelby County of 
all juvenile matters and juvenile 
jurisdiction in Shelby County, 
Alabama, as now provided under 
Title 13, Chapter 7, Sections 350 
to 383, both inclusive, of the Code 
of Alabama of 1940, or as here- 
after amended, and appeals in 
such cases shall be as provided by 
law, The Clerk of the Law and 
Equity Court of Shelby County is 
hereby made the Clerk of such 
Court exercising such jurisdiction 
over juvenile matters. 

Section 21, That this Court 
shall have exclusive and original 
jurisdiction of all cases arising 
under Title 34, Article 3, Sections 
89 to 104, both inclusive, of the 
Code of Alabama of 1940, or as 
hereafter amended, which Article 
3 is entitled Desertion and Non- 
Support and of paternity proceed- 
ings arising under Title 27, Chap- 
ter 2-A of the Code of Alabama 
of 1940. That the trial of such 
cases shall be by the Court with- 
out a jury and appeals in such 
eases shall be as provided by law.

Section 23. The Judge or Solic- 
itor of said Court and Justices of 
the Peace shall have the power 
to issue search warrants. The 
Judge of said court shall have 
power to issue writs of habeas 
corpus, prohibition, certiorai, quo 
warranto, injunctions and all other 
special and extraordinary writs, 
and the procedure, practice and 
rules of the Circuit Courts of Ala- 
bama relating to such writs as 
are now, or which hereafter may 
be provided by law, except as 
otherwise provided in this Act, 
shall prevail in the Law and Equi- 
ty Court of Shelby County, and

Section 24. The Judge of the 
Law and Equity Court of Shelby 
County shall have the power and 
the authority to secure the ser- 
vices of a competent Court Re- 
porter to attend the sessions of 
the Court and report all cases 
tried when request therefor is 
made by any party to the suit. 
The Reporter shall serve at the 
will and pleasure of the Judge of 
said Court. The Reporter shall re- 
ceive a minimum of $10.00 and a 
maximum of $25.00 for each day, 
or fraction there, that he or she 
is called upon to serve, to be paid 
out of the County Treasury of the 
County on a warrant drawn there- 
on by the Judge of said Court and 
in addition he or she shall receive 
for his or her own use from the 
parties interested, at their re- 
quest, fifteen cents (15c) per hun- 
dred words for making a _ tran- 
script of evidence taken by such 
reporter and appending thereto his 
or her certificate to the correct- 
ness of the same; and five cents 
(5c) per hundred rwords for each 
copy thereof, to be paid to said 
Reporter in advance, upon order- 
ing such transcript or copy there- 
of. The Reporter shall be required 
to keep his or her notes for public 
use and inspection. 

Section 25, That from and after 
the passage of this Act all fines 
and forfeitures assessed and col- 
lected in said court shall be de- 
posited in the General Funds of 
Shelby County, Alabama, except 
as otherwise provided by law. 

Section 26. That claims accru- 
ing in the Law and Equity Court 
of Shelby County will be claims 
against said fund, and such claims 
must be paid in the order in which 
they are registered, as provided 
by law. 

Section 27. It shall be the duty 
of the clerk of said Court to keep 
a record upon which shall be re- 
corded all affidavits made before 
the judge, clerk or solicitor of said 
court, or returnable by a justice 
of the peace to said court, and if 
any of said affidavits should be 
lost or destroyed, a certified copy 
of the said record shall be used 
the same as the original affidavit 
and for recording each of said 
affidavits, the Clerk shall receive 
a fee of seventyfive cents to be 
taxed as costs in case of the de- 
fendant’s conviction. 

Section 28. Judgments or de- 
crees rendered by the Law and 
Equity Court of Shelby County 
shall be a lien on the property of 
the judgment debtor which is sub- 
ject to levy and sale under exe- 
cution in the same manner and 
for the same period of time as is 
now, or as hereafter may be, pro- 
vided by law for courts of record 
of this state upon the filing in the 
office of a Judge of Probate of a 
certificate of the said judgment 
or decree issued by the Clerk or 
Register of the said court as is 
now, or ag hereafter: may \be; pro 
vided by law; and the said jody.
